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REPORT 

for  Year  ending  December  31st,  1945 

As  an  economy  in  the  use  of  paper  the  Report  is  again  in  an 
abbreviated  form. 

All  the  details  omitted  are  available  at  the  Hospital  for  the 
information  of  any  Governor. 

END  OF  WAR. 

The  unconditional  surrender  of  the  German  Armed  Forces 
followed  by  the  complete  collapse  of  Japan  were  the  outstanding 
events  in  world  affairs  during  1945. 

In  November  last  both  Houses  of  Parliament  expressed  grateful 
thanks  to  all  members  of  the  staffs  of  hospitals  as  well  as  to  all 
voluntary  workers  who  co-operated  in  the  Emergency  Hospital 
Scheme.  They  also  acknowledged  the  great  assistance  rendered  to 
the  Government  by  the  hospitals  in  the  care  and  treatment  of  Service 
casualties  and  sick.  The  Board  heartily  endorse  these  sentiments 
and  place  on  record  their  gratitude  to  all  members  of  the  hospitals' 
staffs  and  to  all  who  rendered  voluntary  service  for  the  invaluable 
contribution  which  they  made  towards  the  relief  and  comfort  of  all 
who  were  injured  in  the  service  of  their  country. 

It  is  with  feelings  of  relief  that  the  Board  record  the  removal  of 
^  andbags  and  blast- walls  and  the  restoration  of  natural  light  to  the 
Hospital. 

Extensions  and  Developments. 

During  the  past  year  structural  extensions  to  the  Hospital  and 
developments  of  all  kinds  have  been  restricted  owing  to  the  shortage 
of  labour  and  materials.  Nevertheless,  some  important  steps  were 
taken  to  improve  the  service  and  keep  the  Hospital  in  as  good 
repair  as  possible  in  the  circumstances. 

Among  the  essential  additions  and  improvements  approved  and 
put  in  hand  were  : 

The  provision  of  a  Surgical  (or  Medical)  Equipment  Room  and 
the  installation  of  a  bed-pan  washer  in  each  Ward  Unit  through¬ 
out  the  Hospital. 

Greenbank  Road. 

A  Tonsils  and  Adenoids  Ward  for  ten  child  patients; 
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A  Ministry  of  Works  Hut  to  house  the  gymnastic  and  remedial 
exercises  apparatus; 

An  extension  of  the  Surgical  Out-Patients’  Department,  com¬ 
prising  an  examination  room,  Almoner’s  office,  and  a  small 
office  for  clerical  purposes  ; 

A  second  Deep  X-Ray  Therapy  Unit  to  relieve  the  pressure  on 
the  existing  apparatus  and  to  enable  a  larger  number  of 
patients  to  be  treated  ; 

New  equipment  for  the  kitchens  ; 

The  conversion  of  the  former  Gas  Decontamination  Unit  into  a 
Casualty  Receiving  Department  ; 

The  purchase  of  North  Friary  Nursing  Home  and  its  conversion 
to  a  hostel  for  twenty-four  Night  Nurses. 

Devonport. 

Alterations  to  the  “  Extension  ”  Ward  Unit  and  the  provision 
of  additional  accommodation  for  Nurses  ; 

The  installation  of  Electric  Sterilizers  in  the  Operating  Theatre 
Suite  ; 

New  equipment  for  the  kitchens. 

Lockyer  Street. 

Additional  and  improved  accommodation  for  Nurses. 

CO-OPERATION. 

The  Board  have  maintained  good  relationships  with  Ministries, 
Associations  and  other  Hospitals  and  Committees  whose  aims  and 
interests  are  similar. 

An  arrangement  with  the  Plymouth  Public  Health  Committee 
for  the  admission  of  Gynaecological  cases  from  the  Waiting  List  into 
the  City  Hospital  proved  of  the  utmost  value  and  the  Board  grate¬ 
fully  acknowledge  co-operation  in  this  manner. 

The  Plymouth  Public  Health  Committee  and  the  Hospital  set 
up  a  Joint  Admission  Bureau  for  the  purpose  of  ensuring  the  im¬ 
mediate  admission  of  all  urgent  medical  and  surgical  cases  through 
illness  or  accident  occurring  in  the  City. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  Cancer  Act  1939  representatives  of 
the  Local  Authorities  and  the  Voluntary  Hospitals  in  the  South 
West  have  conferred  with  a  view  to  providing  a  regional  service. 
It  is  hoped  that  the  Hospital  will  be  recognised  as  the  Administrative 
Centre  for  Devon  and  Cornwall,  in  anticipation  of  which,  co-opera¬ 
tion  between  the  South  West  Cancer  Committee  and  the  Bristol 
Radiotherapy  Centre  has  been  arranged. 
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The  Hospital  is  co-operating  with  the  University  of  Bristol  in 
providing  post-graduate  teaching  facilities  for  medical  practitioners 
released  from  the  Forces.  These  facilities  are  provided  by  the 
creation  of  supernumerary  house  appointments,  and  Registrar 
appointments  for  doctors  who  wish  to  specialise.  The  cost  is  being 
borne  by  the  Government. 

Model  conditions  of  service  for  Nurses  prepared  by  the  Minis¬ 
tries  of  Health,  and  Labour  and  National  Service,  and  the  Secretary 
of  State  for  Scotland,  were  circulated  to  all  hospitals  who  were  asked 
to  put  into  operation  such  of  the  conditions  as  were  immediately 
practicable  and  the  others  as  circumstances  permit.  The  Board 
have  observed  most  of  the  conditions  and  will  introduce  others 
when  existing  restrictions  have  been  removed  and  more  normal 
times  return. 

A  National  Joint  Council  representative  of  Employers  and 
Employees  was  set  up  to  regulate  wages  and  conditions  of  employ¬ 
ment  for  hospital  domestic  workers  and  other  non-nursing  Staff. 
As  in  the  case  of  the  Nurses,  most  of  the  recommended  conditions 
are  already  in  force  at  the  Hospital. 

The  Hospital  has  called  upon  the  Hospital  Car  Service  organised 
by  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade,  the  British  Red  Cross  Society 
and  the  Women’s  Voluntary  Services,  for  hospital  purposes  for 
which  suitable  public  transport  is  not  available.  The  Board  ack¬ 
nowledge  with  gratitude  the  most  helpful  service  rendered  by  the 
Area  Officers,  the  W.V.S.,  and  car  owners. 

During  the  year  the  Ministry  of  Health  published  a  Survey  of 
the  Hospital  Services  of  the  South  Western  Area.  The  Board  made 
a  very  careful  study  of  the  Report  and  the  recommendations  con¬ 
tained  therein.  They  agree  with  the  Surveyors’  statement  that  “  the 
reputation  of  a  hospital  depends  far  less  on  the  quality  of  its  build¬ 
ings  than  on  the  competence  and  enthusiasm  of  its  Medical  Staff 
and  the  adequacy  of  its  Nursing  Staff”  and  feel  that  since  the  supply 
of  beds,  Consultants  and  Nurses  cannot  be  immediately  augmented, 
there  must  be  an  integration  of  the  hospitals’  services  and  a  better 
use  of  existing  facilities. 

The  Hospital’s  representatives  attended  meetings  of  the  Devon 
County  Area  Committee  of  the  British  Hospitals  Association  and 
thus  kept  in  touch  with  developments  of  hospital  policy. 

A  NATIONAL  HEALTH  SERVICE. 

In  its  present  form  the  National  Health  Service  Bill  now  before 
Parliament  means  that  every  hospital  in  the  country,  Local  Author¬ 
ity  as  well  as  Voluntary,  with  the  partial  exception  of  the  Teaching 
Hospitals,  will  be  administered  under  some  sixteen  to  twenty 
Regional  Boards  appointed  by  the  Minister  after  consultation  with 
various  bodies. 
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Appointed  by  these  Regional  Councils  will  be  Local  Boards  of 
Management  for  a  hospital  or  group  of  hospitals  with  circumscribed 
powers  for  the  day-to-day  running  of  the  hospitals. 

All  property,  buildings  and  assets,  including  trust  funds,  will 
be  appropriated  by  the  Minister  and  allocated  by  him  to  the 
Regional  Boards. 

The  general  financing  of  the  new  service  will  be  the  responsi¬ 
bility  of  the  Treasury. 

The  Board  has  publicly  stressed  its  conviction  that  the  Bill 
requires  amendment  so  as  to  ensure  : — 

1.  that  the  proposed  Central  Health  Services  Council  and 
Regional  Hospital  Boards  are  elected  according  to  demo¬ 
cratic  principles  and  are  not  appointed  by  the  Minister  of 
Health  for  the  time  being  ; 

2.  that  the  proposed  Central  Council  and  Regional  Boards, 
under  the  general  direction  of  the  Minister  of  Health  should 
have  executive  powers  within  certain  specified  limits  instead 
of  being  purely  advisory  ;  and, 

3.  that  the  Voluntary  and  Municipal  Hospitals  should  be 
allowed  to  retain  their  buildings,  equipment  and  other  assets 
and  to  play  their  part,  as  separate  entities,  in  a  real  Working 
Partnership  between  State,  Local  Authorities,  Voluntary 
Hospitals,  Medical  Profession  and  other  Allied  Bodies  in  a 
properly  co-ordinated  National  Health  Service,  thus  pre¬ 
serving  local  interest  and  human  sympathy. 

The  Board  sincerely  trust  that  in  its  final  form  the  Bill  will 
foster  local  interest,  independence  and  autonomy.

FINANCE. 

The  total  Expenditure  amounted  to  £102,229,  against  £94,015 
in  1944,  while  the  total  Ordinary  Income  for  the  year  was  £89,557, 
compared  with  £93,215. 
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The  Board  are  gratified  to  be  able  to  report  that  Annual 
Subscriptions,  Church  Collections,  Donations  and  Special  Efforts 
shew  an  increase  and  that  Legacies  increased  the  year's  income  by 
£5,801.  It  must  be  realised  that  the  receipt  from  the  Ministry  of 
Health  of  £20,187  for  the  maintenance  of  beds  under  the  Emergency 
Medical  Scheme  is  £10,000  less  than  in  1944,  and  that  during  1946 
there  will  be  an  even  bigger  decrease  in  the  income  from  this  source. 

The  increase  in  expenditure  is  chiefly  in  salaries  and  wages,  but 
also  in  the  cost  of  food,  instruments  and  appliances,  coal,  gas, 
electricity  and  repairs.  It  is  impossible  either  to  avoid  this  increased 
expense  or  to  look  for  an  early  reduction. 

Total  Expenditure  exceeded  the  Ordinary  Income  by  £12,672, 
and  all  the  free  legacies  were  transferred  to  the  Income  and  Ex¬ 
penditure  Account  in  reduction  of  this  deficit. 

It  must  not  be  forgotten  that,  at  31st  December,  1945,  and  in 
addition  to  the  overdraft  on  current  account  of  £573,  the  Hospital 
carried  an  overdraft  of  £64,758  on  Buildings  Fund  Account  in 
respect  of  extensions  completed  before  the  war  and  the  purchase  of 
the  North  Friary  Nurses'  Home. 

GIFTS  FROM  WAR  RELIEF  ORGANISATIONS. 

The  Board  is  very  grateful  to  the  British  War  Relief  Society  of 
America,  the  Canadian  Red  Cross  Society,  “Bundles  for  Britain  ” 
Incorporated  of  the  U.S.A.,  the  Lake  Share  Lions  Club  of  Canada 
and  the  British  Red  Cross  Society  for  their  thoughtful  help  and 
exceedingly  valuable  gifts  in  kind. 

HONORARY  MEDICAL  AND  SURGICAL  STAFF. 

The  Board  once  again  record  their  thanks  to  the  Members  of 
the  Visiting  Medical  and  Surgical  Staff  for  the  encouraging  and 
ready  response  with  which  they  have  met  every  call  for  their  ser¬ 
vices.  The  work  of  a  hospital  makes  increasing  inroads  on  their 
time  and  their  devotion  to  the  interests  of  the  patients  justly  merits 
the  approbation  of  the  whole  community. 

The  Board  are  also  glad  to  report  that  all  the  members  of  the 
Honorary  Medical  Staff  who  left  for  service  with  the  Forces  have 
now  returned  to  duty  at  the  Hospital. 

During  the  year  Dr.  E.  H.  Mayhew,  Honorary  Physician, 
retired  from  active  membership  of  the  Honorary  Medical  Staff.  The 
Board  placed  on  record  their  appreciation  of  the  valuable  services 
which  Dr.  Mayhew  had  rendered  during  his  tenure  of  office  and 
appointed  him  an  Honorary  Consulting  Physician. 

Mr.  R.  C.  Hatcher,  M.B.,  Ch.B.,  M.R.C.S.,  L.R.C.P.,  was 
appointed  Honorary  Surgical  Registrar  to  the  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat 
Department.

The  Board  desire  to  pay  tribute  to  the  memory  of  the  following 
whose  services  in  the  capacities  mentioned  have  been  unfortunately 
lost  to  the  Hospital  by  death  during  the  year  : —

Hospital  for  twenty-one  years  ; —

Hospital. 

BOARD  OF  MANAGEMENT  AND  HOUSE  COMMITTEES. 

The  Board  welcomed  the  return  from  the  Services  to  their 
Hospital  work  of  the  Rt.  Hon.  Lord  Roborough  and  Messrs.  J.  B. 
Burnard  and  H.  W.  Woollcombe. 

The  resignation  of  Mrs.  Gundry  in  August  last  was  received 
with  regret  and  a  sense  of  gratitude  for  her  past  services. 

The  following  were  elected  to  the  Board  during  the  year  : — 

Canon  N.  H.  Clarke,  Canon  J.  O’ Byrne,  Dr.  R.  H.  Wagner,  and 
Mr.  J.  R.  Baker. 

The  Board  also  welcomed  Dr.  W.  A.  Lister  as  a  new  member. 

Canon  N.  H.  Clarke  was  elected  to  the  Lockyer  Street  House 
Committee,  and  Mrs.  J.  Rowland,  Dr.  C.  R.  Croft  and  Dr.  R.  H. 
Wagner  to  the  Devonport  House  Committee. 

CONTRIBUTORY  SCHEME. 

Again  the  Board  record  with  pleasure  the  record  grant  of 
£33,351  from  the  Plymouth  and  South  West  Hospitals  Contributory 
Scheme.  Simply  to  state  this  amount  is  to  indicate  its  great  impor¬ 
tance  to  the  work.  The  Board  express  their  sincere  congratulations 
to  the  members  of  the  Committee,  Officers,  Group  Secretaries  and 
Collectors  for  their  unfailing  gifts  and  successful  organisation. 

NURSING. 

The  Nursing  Staff  of  the  Hospital  numbered  180,  of  whom  130 
were  in  training,  and  19  were  successful  in  passing  their  State  Final 
Examination. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  special  course  of  training  organised  by 
the  Ministry  of  Health  and  after  gaining  her  Sister  Tutor’s  Certi¬ 
ficate,  Sister  E.  Peto  returned  to  strengthen  the  Teaching  Staff  of 
the  Hospital. 

Miss  U.  Farfor  succeeded  Miss  MacCrea  as  Assistant  Matron, 
Greenbank  Road,  in  July.  Miss  R.  C.  Sealey  was  appointed  Assistant 
Matron  and  Housekeeping  Sister  to  the  Devonport  Hospital. 
Sister  O.  Tippet  returned  to  duty  after  over  four  years’  Military 
Service. 
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The  Committee  approved  an  arrangement  made  by  the  Ministry 
of  Health  whereby  persons  who  had  given  at  least  one  year’s  whole¬ 
time  service  in  H.M.  Forces,  the  Civil  Nursing  Reserve  or  other 
work  of  national  importance  and  who  become  Student  Nurses,  will 
receive,  in  addition  to  their  salary,  a  special  allowance  payable  by 
the  Government  during  their  training. 

With  the  object  of  providing  an  insight  into  the  home  environ¬ 
ment  of  patients  and  some  knowledge  of  the  part  District  Nursing 
plays  in  social  medicine,  the  Hospital  is  gladly  co-operating  with  the 
Three  Towns  (Plymouth)  Nursing  Association  in  giving  this  experi¬ 
ence  and  affording  an  opportunity  to  Student  Nurses  to  visit  patients 
in  their  own  homes  with  the  Queen’s  Nurses. 

The  Board  also  express  their  gratitude  to  the  Plymouth  Royal 
Eye  Infirmary  for  their  kindness  in  providing  for  Student  Nurses 
ophthalmic  experience  at  the  Infirmary.  The  arrangements  made 
are  appreciated  to  the  full  by  the  Student  Nurses  who  need  this 
wider  basic  training  in  order  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  General 
Nursing  Council  and  to  enable  them  to  pass  their  Final  State 
Examination. 

Miss  E.  M.  Gage,  who  was  trained  at  St.  Bartholomew’s  Hos¬ 
pital  and  afterwards  held  the  post  of  Dietitian  to  the  Royal  Hospital,. 
Richmond,  was  appointed  Dietitian  in  June. 

PRIVATE  PATIENTS’  DEPARTMENT. 

This  Department — the  only  self-supporting  one  in  the  Hospital 
— was  fully  appreciated  and  used  by  people  of  moderate  means  who 
were  not  eligible  financially  for  admission  to  the  General  Wards  of 
the  Hospital. 

During  the  year  645  patients  were  admitted  and  the  average 
number  resident  daily  was  26.62. 

The  Board  gave  consideration  to  the  Department  income  limits 
and  agreed  that  the  income  limit  for  admission  to  the  Private  Wards 
should  be  raised  to  £420  a  year  for  a  single  person. 

STAFF  CHANGES. 

Dr.  E.  N.  Thompson  who  had  been  Radium  Officer  since  1932 
resigned  her  appointment  for  private  reasons  in  October  last.  In 
wishing  her  a  long  and  happy  retirement,  the  Board  is  glad  to  have 
this  opportunity  of  expressing  its  grateful  thanks  for  her  most 
valuable  services  to  the  Hospital  and  to  its  patients. 

Mr.  E.  O.  Goss,  Superintendent  Radiographer,  was  demobilised 
in  November  and  was  welcomed  back  to  the  Hospital  at  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  December.  Miss  V.  Selway  who  had  acted  as  Temporary 
Senior  Radiographer  since  March,  1940,  tendered  her  resignation. 
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In  accepting  this  the  Board  here  record  their  appreciation  of  her 
loyalty  and  devoted  services. 

The  Board  wish  to  express  their  thanks  to  Mr.  J.  Chard, 
Physiotherapist,  who  kindly  agreed  to  make  his  services  available 
to  the  Devonport  Hospital  after  the  departure  and  until  the  return 
from  active  service  of  Mr.  W.  E.  Kennard.  But  for  his  help  it  would 
not  have  been  possible  to  carry  out  the  large  amount  of  work  which 
the  Hospital  undertook  during  the  war  years.  Mr.  Kennard  was 
welcomed  back  to  duty  in  August  last.
